American Playing Card Manufacturers of New* York, 
per Maximilian E ’ser Jr.. chief of the pres* bureau 
of the J. W alter Thompson Co. 
We think this must 
be the same Maximilian Elser Jr. who publicize* 
the horse show in a stately high hat, and whose 
Impeccable sartorical arrangem ent on that occasion 
has been Immortalized by Dan Parker. 
If the survey Is correct, the m anufacture of plat*, 
lng cards m ust be a profitable enterprise and w* 
hope and trust th at the A. P. C. M., via J. W alter 
Thompson, diverts a reasonable am ount of its reve- 
nue to the newspapers in advertising, because the 
newspapers pay the salary that we h a \e been known 
to lose at card playing. 
We believe in reciprocity. 
But for the likes of us. there might not be such a 
great demand for playing cards. 
W hen we are los­ 
ing. we frequently call for a new deck and as we 
always are losing, many a deck Is used.

HIS Surrey Is said to be the first Investigation of 
the card playing habits of the country and it 
places this pastime ae fourth In popularity.

we never heard of before, and It omits a num ber 
quite familiar to us. though we suspect the omis­ 
sions may be intentional.
